As to the things that may be 
made the Delineator enumerates, among 
others, the following.; 


Neck chains are very popular. They 


are made for carrying fans, watches 
and ornaments of all descriptions and 
sometimes with pendants of fancy dec- 
orative beads, when their object is 
solely ornamental. The b°ads are ef- 
fective when strung upon threads and 
then twisted or braided into chains. 
The usual length of these chains is 
fifty inches, and frequently they are 
finished on the endsNwith gold or silver 
mountings, or a strip of chamois is 
sewed firmly on the beads, making a 
good hold for any suspended article. 


At "Fig. 1 a striking example is given, 


very, effective if two colors of -beads 
are selected. Take, for instance, gold 
and dead white beads. Begin -with 
one -white, one gold, one white, two 
gold, one white and one gold. 


Daisies are the prominent feature in 


both designs illustrated at Figs. 2 and 
3. Fig. 2 may be used for a belt as 
well as a neck chain. Turquoise blue 
and silver beads produce a charming 
combination for this pattern. 
The 


slides are made on the loom and are ar- 
ranged in position according to the 
weaver's fancy. The square design in 
the center as well as the outer edge is 
made of blue beads, while the remain- 
ing space is filled with silver beads. If 
amethyst and gold beads are selected 
for Fig. 3, an effective arrangement 
will be acquired.

Rugs are most useful things In the 


scheme of summer furnishing. Beau- 
tiful ones may be made from strips of 
old ingrain carpet. Nothing could feel 
B«fte': under the foot, and if the car- 
pet has pretty colors in it the rug be- 
comes "a thing of beauty" and almost 
"a joy forever," so durable is it. A 
writer in the Xew Idea Magazine has 
the following to say about this kind of 
rug: 


For a foundation take a piece of 


strong material ,the size of the rug 
wanted. Denim or duck is preferable, 
and if a dark shade is. used the rug 
will look neat underneath without lin- 
ing. 
Since large ones become ,too 


heavy to handle as a whole, especially 
if the sewing is done upon a machine, 
it is better to cut the foundation into 
two or three pieces and sew the pieces 
together when finished. 


Make bias a strip of the carpet and 


then cut it into strips about one ,and 
one-third inches wide. 
Sew one of 


these across the foundation directly 
through the center of the strip. Turn 
up one edge and sew another strip 
through the center also, as close to the 
first as you can, continuing this proc- 
ess until the foundation is covered. 
The stitching when viewed upon the 
underside should be from one-third 
to one-half of an inch apart. Of course 
the closer and more evenly the strips, 
are put on the firmer and more dura- 
ble the rug. 
After a number have 


been sewed on each should be partial- 
ly frayed. As these are bias they fray 
easily and stand up, a soft, furry pile 
that feels comfortable underfoot. If 
the fraying is done unevenly the top 
of the rug should be sheared smooth 
and swept free of the lint. Short ends 
of the* strips may be pieced in and nev- 
er be noticed when all are frayed and 
clipped, so that every scrap of the car- 
pet can be used. 


We have a rug made out of old car- 


pet to start with that has been a door 
mat for six years and is-still too pret- 
ty and serviceable to throw away.

Cleaning Lacquered. Brass." 


As every one knows, lacquer is put 


on brass for the-purpose of prevent- 
ing rust, verdigris, etc., but not-with- 
standing this lacquered brass some- 
times becomes soiled, and in that case 
the following is a good way to clean it: 
It must be immersed in hot, strong soda 
and water and brushed with soap. 
While still covered with the lather it 
should be dipped in very hot water and 
after remaining there a minute or two 
should be lifted into cold water and 
subsequently dried. It should not be 
necessary to polish the brass after this 
process, and it must be remembered 
that the lacquer is only a preparation 
laid on the surface and is liable to. 
wear off if the article be subjected to 
rough treatment.

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DEMOCRACY'S DANGER AND 


OPPORTUNITY. 


A gi eat danger and a great opportun- 


ity confronts the Democracy of Ohio 
and the United States in the Presiden- 
tial nomination this year. The oppor- 
tunity is the sure chance the Deiao 
cratic party has of electing the next 
President of the United Statc-s. if it 
nominates the right man for that office. 
The great danger tihat confronts 
the 


^Democracy is that by not nominating 
the right man the parly may throw 
away the chance of electing the Presi- 
dent this, year. 


It goes without saying that the lle- 


pubhcan horizon in the present Presi- 
dential campaign is not the brightest. 
There is a growing dissatisfaction all 
over the country-with the Republican 


, party on account of factional 
bicker- 


ings and its various policies, notably 
011 the tariff, trusts and imperialism. 
There is perhaps 
even more wide- 


spread dissatisfaction with the mevit- 
able candidate of the Republican party 
for President—Theodore ' Roosevelt— 
who will undoubtedly be renominated, 
and who will as undoubtedly be de- 
feated, if the ^Democratic party is wise 
enough and patriotic enough to nomin- 
ate the right man against him. It Is 
conceded that "Roosevelt cannot carry 
,New York as against a proper candi- 
date for President on the Democratic 
ticket, and what is true of New York 
state is equally true of several other 
states in the East and West, upon car- 
rying which the result of the Presided 
tiki election depends. There never was 
a brighter and a plainer 
opportunity 


for the Democratic party to carry fie 
national election and redeem the coun- 
try from Republican misrule than is 
presented to it this year. 


Thegreat questionis, Will the Demo 


eratic party rise to. this situation? Will 
it grasp the opportunity thus forced 
upon it? 
Will the Democratic party, 


without sacrificing or ignoring princi- 
ple, get together in perfect harmony, 
and dropping all dead issues and deaG 
candidates, ignoring all political will- 
o'-the- wisps, unite solidly upon a good 
man—a safe man—on a Democratic 
platform, for Democratic success in 
the national campaign this year? It is 
possible for us to do this. 


This, we repeat again, is the great 


opportunity presented to the Demo- 
cratic party. It is equally possible for 
us to throw away the great opportunity 
by failing to nominate the right man. 
Which will the Democratic party do? 


This is both a question-of principle 


and a question of policy. If'Democrats 
are wise and patriotic they will drop 
all past differences and bickerings over 
pon-essential issues. They will ignore 
former prejudices and candidates and

Jt will not do for a lot of factionalisms 
to shout themselves hoarse, crying, "I 
am for Cleveland" or "I am for Bryan" 
or "I am for Hearst."' but let every 
true and patriotic Democrat say in- 
stead, "I am for Democracy, for Demo- 
cratic principles and Democratic 
suc- 


cess." Thus, and thus only, can we 
merit a Democratic victory. 


President Cleveland has had his day 


as the Democratic candidate for ihe 
Presidency. So has Mr. Bryaa. Sober 
and patriotic Democrats recognize the 
past services of these gentlemen and 
their abilities; but ifojy also recognize 
that it wouM simply bo suicidal to 
nominate either of them for the Presi- 
dency this year.
